Sent to the Senate today a bill ex- 
empting Irom the 20 per cent ex- 
cise tax en jewelry any article of 
jewelrv selling for less than S25.

15 per cent to 
10 per 
cent tax- 


cise apolicable to cameras and un- 
cxposed rimotcur roll films. It re- 
moves the tax of 25 per cent

But Ihe're are some differences. 


The House and Senale will iry lo 
iron out these differences by. setting 
up a joint committee—called a con- 
ference

There isn't much time, for doing 


this since Congress may quit ior 
l!)-l(j by the end of this week.

Atlanta, July 24 —(fl3)—Congress 
eventually may outlaw the poll tax 
as a requirement for 
voting 
in 


congressional and presidential elec- 
tions, but the South's poll tax states 
appear likely to retain it in state 
elections.

Six of the seven states where the 


poll tax persists have written this 
requirement 
into their 
constitu- 


tions, and only legislative amend- 
ment, plus ratification 
by 
their 


own electorate, could abolish 
it 


These include Arkansas, Mississip- 
pi, South Carolina, Texas Tennes- 
see and Virginia. 


In Alabama the poll tax law is 
a matter of statute. 


The House 
of 
Representatives 
passed the anti-poll tax bill 
last 


week 290 to 112, but the 
Senate 


Judiciary Committee 
pigeon-holed 


It against 
possible 
consideration 


next session. Southerners, although 
they 
voted 
solidly 
against the 


measure, appeared more irritated 
than concerned by their 
defeat 


Three times previously the House 
has passed anti-poll tax measures 
only to have them wither under a 
southern filibuster in the Senate 


Should such a bill finally be en- 


acted, officials in poll tax states 
anticipate soparate Democratic pri- 
maries for state and national of- 
fices. Thus, poll tax .requirements 
would be preserved in 
primaries 


for state and local offices, 
and 


abolished only in congressional and 
presidential voting. • 


Gessner T. McCorvey of the Ala- 


bama state executive . committee, 
said the pending bill would not af- 
fect registration in Alabama, since 
the poll tax is not a requisite for 
registration, but only for partici- 
pating in elections. 


"If the bill were passed, how- 


ever, it might become necessary 
to hold separate primaries to nom- 
inate — in one, state and county

By HAL BOYLE 
Washington — (if)—• Let us con- 
sider today' a 35-pound chunk 
qf 
ice that Congress agrees 
should 
cost the American 'people $4,000. 
It reached this inflationary level 


after coming forcibly into contact 
with citizen Harley Shores 
under 
circumstances which led him to be- 
lieve the united States government 
was to olame. Anyway he was sure 
it wasn't his fault. 
The case is typical of thousands 


of personal claims that used to tie 
up Congress before the reorgani- 
zation bill was passed. This 
bill 
now shuttles most such cases orig- 
inating since Jan. 1, 1945, to the 
federal district courts for 
settle- 
ment. 


But the "case of the high price 
ice" eoes back further. It shows 
how complex a matter it is to col- 
lect from Uncle Sam for damages. 
The story begins on Dec.
